1 . Claims 1 and 3-6 are allowed. 

2. Claim 2 is cancelled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of records fails to disclose or render an obviousness of a pseudo- 
random number generator comprising: a linear feedback register including a series of 
registers; an oscillator for generating a third clock which is unstable in frequency during a 
first time period immediately following turn-on of the pseudo-random number generator; 

a pre-seed generator circuit for supplying the linear feedback register with a shift clock

generated from logical operation of the third and asynchronous fourth clock only during 
the first time period; a signal generator for generating the shift clock for operating the 
linear feedback register only after the first time period; and an access controller for 
extracting the pseudo-random numbers along with other features as cited in the 
independent claim 1 . 

The closest found prior art is Buer (U.S. 5,963,104). Buer discloses a pseudo- 
random number generator comprising linear feedback register and logical clock 
operations. However, Buer fails to disclose detail structure of the oscillator; the pre-seed 
generator; and signal generator as seen above.
